It is suggestive of the mani- 
festations of popular insanity which, according to certain 
mediaeval historians, afflicted the peasants of Europe cen- 
turies ago. Yet why it should break out m the twentieth 
century in a nation which was founded on the principle ol 
individual liberty and which has had for two generations 
the enlightening influences of public schools passes all 
present understanding.

Parker of Louisiana conferring with President Harding 
over the situation created in his state by the klarj. Altho 
the statement that he intended to ask the federal govern- 
ment to take over the administration of portions oi 
Louisiana was absurd upon its face, since John M. Parker 
i* a man of unusual intelligence' and of long political ex- 
perience, conditions are bad enough.

The world war has become a sort of cornucopia out 01 


tohich the explanation of anything unusual may be lifted, ; 
and' after this easyfashion it is possible to diagnose the Ku | 
Klux Klan as one of the pathological effects of the great j 
struggle. But, whatever the origin, the organization at j 
present seems to attract men'who have a childish bent for i 
melodramatic mystery, one or more bigoted hatreds of 
those who differ from them in race or religion, a puritanical 
desire to censor the private lives of their fellow citizens, 
and an anarchistic disregard for the law. It would be dif- 
ficult to invent an organization more hostile to the true 
American tradition or more at variance with the present 
interests of the country'; 
The influence the klan exercises is. 'that of -an. armed. 
and irresponsible group. It is akin to that of the radical 
Bolshevists in Russia and of the .reactionary Fascist! in 
Italy. It is minority violence. . As such it is intolerable. 
The bigots who want to hate those belonging to other races 
and religions and who iaspire to regulate the morals of their 
Neighbors are free to indulge themselves so long as they 
themselves obey the laws of the land. But this is a coun- 
try of law, not of outlaws, and those who want to arrogate 
to themselves unlawful power must be suppressed with ail 
the force of the law. In his effort to do this Governor 
Parker may perform a very great public service. 


The First Practical Plan 
T 


HE distinction of the war debts plan presented at the 


Southern Commercial Congress is its practicality. De- 
tails are considered and the plan is based on an inquiry. 
This marks progress. 
- - Too much American discussion' of the debts owed us 
by the Allies has suggested Shylock's 'vociferous regrets 
over his lost ducats, the discussion at Chicago was more 
intelligent. Clarence «L Owens, who sponsored the scheme. 
assumed that the United States would insist upon repay- 
ment, and accordingly his attention was devoted 'to devis- 
ing a reasonable way of accomplishing this result. 


Mr. Owens suggested interest at 3 per cent, and 


amortization at one-half of 1 per cent, annually. This is 
a lower rate of interest and a -slower process of amortiza- 
tion than have been considered hitherto. John Maynard 
Keynes, for example, made some of his reckonings with a 
5 per cent, interest rate and a 1 per cent, amortization 
fond. Mr. Owens's plan is designed to produce $35,000,- 
000 annually out of every $1,000, OOOjOOO owed. 
The 


loans would be liquidated in sixty-six years by this means. 


With accrued interest the United States is now a 
creditor nation to the extent of more than eleven billions. 
France borrowed less than three billions from this country 
and now owes more nearly four billions. 
Great Britain 


owes four and a half billions. 
Italy borrowed $1.648,- 


034,050.90, and now owes nearly two billions. In addition 
Armenia, Austria, 
Belgium, 
Cuba, 
Czecho-Slovakia, 


Esthonia, Finland, Greece, , Hungary, Latvia, Liberia. 
Lithuania, Poland. Roumania, Russia, and Serbia arc writ- 
ten down for large sums. Great Britain alone among |hn 
larger creditors is now paying interest, and there is no im- 
mediate prospect of payment from other sources. 


The loans made by the British government with - in- 
terest now approach the sum of two billion pounds ster- 
ling. The French debt to Great Britain is only slightly less 
than the French debt to this country. The Italian debt to 
the English approximates that due to the United States. 
The great bulk of the war debts whether owed to the 
United States or to Great Britain are the liabilities of na- ; 
tions which see no present opportunity to begin the reduc- 
; 


tion of their obligations. Even under the modest arrange- 
• 


ment proposed by President Owens to the Southern Com- 
mercial Congress. France would pay approximatclya bil- 
lion and a half francs to the United States and to Great 
Britain annually. 


The makers of the treaty of Versailles did not dare 


to look forward more than a generation in compelling Ger- 
many to make jrood tho damage done to France anil Bol- 
gium. Yet by this mo?! generous of all the detailed plans 
which have been proposed.
